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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my 
Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  District  for  the  year 
1937. 

During  the  year,  owing  to  the  review  of 
County  Districts,  the  Parish  of  Warden  Law  was

added  to  your  district,  and  the  Parish  of  Kelloe 
and  part  of  the  Parish  of  Seaham  were  transferred 
to  other  districts. 


Crimdon  Park.  Since  my  last  report,  terms 
have  been  finally  agreed  with  all  owners  of  land 
at  Crimdon  Park — in  some  cases  by  private  agree- 
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ment  and  in  the  remainder  by  arbitration — and 
the  various  deeds  of  conveyance  have  been  ex- 
ecuted  with  the  result  that  the  Council  are  the 
sole  owners  of  the  whole  of  the  lands  for  which 
permission  to  acquire  was  given  under  the  Council’s 
Act  of  1935. 

The  Council  has  also  taken  over  the  whole  of 
the  catering,  and  although  this  new  venture  was 
launched  under  considerable  difficulty,  it  was 
considered  a marked  improvement  upon  the 
previous  catering  by  private  enterprise,  and  the 
experience  gained  will  undoubtedly  reflect  itself 
with  beneficial  results  in  the  subsequent  years. 

With  regard  to  the  erections  of  permanent 
buildings  such  as  the  Bathing  Pool,  Tea  Rooms, 
Terraces,  etc.,  progress  in  this  respect  has  been 
delayed  chiefly  because  of  the  fact  that  the  powers 
of  the  District  Commissioner  for  the  Special 
Areas,  to  whom  the  original  scheme  was  sub- 
mitted for  a grant,  have  been  transferred — espec- 
ially in  regard  to  the  recreational  side  of  the 
scheme  (Bathing  Pool,  Gym.,  etc.) — to  the  Area 
Committee  for  National  Fitness  under  the  Physical 

«y 

Training  and  Recreation  Act,  1937. 

The  wdiole  scheme  is  to  be  revised  and  sub- 
mitted to  this  Committee  with  an  application 
for  a substantial  grant  towards  the  cost. 

Under  this  new  Act  much  more  scope  is 
given  to  the  recreational  side  of  the  Scheme,  in 
the  shape  of  Gymnasia,  Tennis  Courts,  Bowling 
Greens,  etc.,  and  the  new  project  is  looked  upon 
with  considerable  optimism. 
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As  will  be  seen  later  on  in  this  report,  under 
Housing,  the  year  has  again  been  one  of  great 
activity  and  accomplishment.  The  work  of  in- 
spection of  houses  and  preparation  of  reports 
and  schedules  for  Ministry  of  Health  inquiries 
has  again  been  energetically  pursued  and  the 
Council  can  look  back  on  a very  creditable  year’s 
performance. 

During  the  year  your  Clerk,  Lt.-Col.  James 
Morley  Longden  retired  owing  to  health  reasons, 
after  holding  the  office  for  the  long  period  of  37 

years.

There  is  a decrease  from  the  previous  year- 
in  both  the  general  and  infantile  death  rates.  The 
fall  in  the  infantile  death  rate  from  86.17  to  69.51 
being  very  satisfactory.  The  birth  rate  was 
again  slightly  lower  than  the  preceding  year.

Scarlet  Fever  : — I am  pleased  to  be  able 
to  report  that  the  number  of  notifications  from 
this  disease  fell  from  898  in  1936  to  290  in  1937. 
The  majority  of  cases  were  mild  and  owing  to 
lack  of  hospital  accommodation  many  had  to  be 
treated  at  home.  There  was  one  death  from  this 
disease. 
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Diphtheria  : — There  was  very  little  differ- 
ence  in  the  prevalence  and  character  of  this 
disease  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  In 
1936  400  cases  were  notified  and  29  died,  whereas 


last  year  391  cases  were  notified  and  28  died. 


It  is  a great  pity  that  such  a terrible  sacrifice 
of  young  lives  should  take  place  as  practically 
the  whole  of  these  57  children  would  have  been 
alive  to-dav  if  on-y  they  had  been  immunised. 
This  fact  cannot  be  too  often  or  too  forcibly 
brought  to  the  notice  of  parents  and  those  in 
charge  of  children.  There  are  over  18,000 
children  in  the  Easington  Rural  District  aged  14 
and  under.  Since  the  Council’s  scheme  of  free 
immunisation  began  2 years  ago  5,657  have  been 
immunised  with  the  result  that  not  one  of  them 
has  died.  The  following  table  speaks  for  itself  :

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Our  gross  general  death  rate  is  much  lower 

than  for  places  where  older  people  congregate 

To  remedy  this  the  Ministry  have  given  us  a 

factor  to  multiply  our  death  rate  by,  so  that  a 

fairer  comparison  can  be  arrived  at.  Our  factor 

is  1.24  which  raises  our  gross  death  rate  from 
11.2  to  13.8. 

22  deaths  were  uncertified  and  inquests  were 
held  on  73  cases  necessitating  27  post  mortem 
examinations.  As  many  of  these  examinations 
have  to  be  done  in  the  people's  own  homes  a 
public  mortuary  with  facilities  for  performing 
post  mortem  examinations  is  urgently  needed. 

During  the  year  there  were  1683  births  and 
934  deaths  so  that  the  natural  increase  in  our 
population  was  749.

Public  Health  Staff.  This  consists  of  a 
Medical  Office]*,  5 qualified  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
a Sanitary  Surveyor,  a Housing  Architect,  a 
Cleansing  Superintendent,  a Water  Superintendent, 
and  one  unqualified  Sanitary  Inspector  besides 
the  necessary  clerical  staff.  Of  the  sanitary 
inspectors  3 are  engaged  wholly  in  housing  and 
one  chiefly  in  meat  and  dairy  inspection,  while 
the  unqualified  inspector  does  the  disinfections 
and  disinfestations. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Sputum,  Swabs, 
etc.,  are  sent  by  private  practitioners  (by  arrange- 
ment with  the  County  Council)  to  King's  College, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne  for  examination.

Ambulance  Facilities.  For  infectious  cases 
one  Motor  Ambulance  is  kept  at  Thorpe  Isolation 
Hospital  and  another  at  the  Joint  Smallpox 
Hospital. 


For  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases  the 
district  depends  on  Colliery  Ambulances  and 
those  belonging  to  Miners'  Welfare  Schemes. 
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Except  in  cases  where  an  ambulance  may  be 
required  for  road  accidents,  or  to  remove  persons 
who  do  not  work  at  the  Collieries  or  do  not 
contribute  to  welfare  schemes,  the  district  is 
well  supplied. 

Nursing  Arrangements.  Twenty  - seven

nurses  are  at  work  in  the  Easington  Rural  District 
Of  this  number  twenty-one  are  Queen’s  Nurse 
Midwives,  i.e.  they  are  fully  qualified  District 
nurses  with  hospital  training  as  well  as  midwifery 
and  district  training.  Five  are  Village  Nurse- 
Mid  wives  and  one  is  a whole-time  midwife. 

Nursing  Associations  are  at  work  in  the 
following  villages  : — Easington,  Castle  Eden, 
Shotton,  Kelloe,  Blackball,  Horden,  Haswell, 
New  Seaham,  Murton,  South  Hetton,  Trimdon, 
Thornley,  Wheatley  Hill  and  Wingate. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are 
established  at  the  following  places — Blackhall, 
Easington,  Horden,  Murton,  Shotton,  Thornley, 
Trimdon,  Wheatley  Hill  and  Wingate. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Medical

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Of  the  446  cases  of  Diphtheiia  it  was  found 
after  admission  that  47  were  not  true  Diphtheria 
and  these  were  discharged  after  a few  days  in 
Hospital.  Practitioners  are  encouraged  to  send 
in  suspicious  cases  as  it  is  better  that  a few  cases 
should  be  found  to  be  negative  than  that  a true 
case  should  he  missed. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements 
were  come  to  with  the  County  Council  whereby 
a side  ward  with  2 beds  should  be  set  aside  to 
receive  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  the  first  case 
was  admitted  in  December. 

The  hospital  has  again  at  times  been  taxed 
to  its  utmost  capacity,  many  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  having  had  to  be  put  on  a waiting  list  owing 
to  lack  of  accommodation.  The  Hospital  Com- 
mittee have  decided  to  push  on  with  extensions 
without  further  delay  and  already  preliminaries 
have  been  started  and  it  is  hoped  by  next  year 
that  the  buildings  will  be  well  in  hand. 

The  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Thornley 
which  serves  Easington  Rural  District,  Sedgefield 
Rural  District  and  Seaham  Harbour  Urban 
District  has  been  kept  ready  for  use  if  required.

Public  Conveniences.  An  existing  building 
attached  to  the  King’s  Head  Hotel,  Easington 
Village  was  converted  into  Public  Conveniences 
for  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  during  the  year. 

Mortuaries.  The  usual  care  and  attention 
was  given  to  the  mortuaries  in  the  district  during 
the  year  and  they  were  maintained  ready  for  use. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  removal  of  house 
refuse,  etc.  is  carried  out  by  the  Cleansing  Depart- 
ment for  the  whole  area,  except  the  very  small 
districts  of  Sheraton  with  Hulam  and  Nesbit. 

The  parishes  of  Burdon,  Seaton-with-Slingley 
Warden  Law,  Castle  Eden  (non-lighting  area) 
and  Hawthorn  which  used  to  be  scavenged  by 
contract  were  added  to  the  Cleansing  Department 
on  1st  April. 

There  are  at  present  7 motor  vehicles  and 
23  horses  and  carts  working  in  the  district.  The 
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new  type  of  carts  are  provided  with  iron  sliding 
covers  similar  to  the  motor  vehicles. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping,  this  is  done 
in  layers,  thus  avoiding  nuisance  from  fires,  etc.

Shops.  Inspections  under  the  Shops  Act, 
1934  numbered  117  and  12  notices  were  served 
with  regard  to  ventilation,  temperature  and 
sanitary  accommodation . 

Factories  and  Workshops.  During  the 
year  86  visits  were  made  to  the  factories  and 
workshops  in  the  area  and  these  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

Smoke  and  Coal  Dust  Nuisance.  The 
nuisance  in  the  District  arising  from  burning  pit 
heaps  and  the  discharge  from  the  plants  erected 
at  some  of  the  collieries  for  the  dry  cleaning  of 
coal  still  continues.  Attempts  are  being  made  by 
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those  responsible  at  the  various  collieries  to  abate 
or  minimise  tins  nuisance  but  there  is  still  much 
to  be  desired. 

At  Horden  Colliery,  the  electro-static  filtra- 
tion system  will  shortly  be  in  operation.  This 
plant  has  the  effect  of  ionising  the  particles  of 
grit  after  entering  the  flues  by  the  discharge  of 
an  electrical  current  of  60,000  volts.  The  grit 
after  receiving  the  positive  charge  is  precipitated 
and  finally  disposed  of.  This  should  effectually 
dispose  of  the  grit  nuisance  at  Horden. 

South  Hetton  pit  heap  although  burning  is 
not  causing  any  serious  nuisance,  stone  and  other 
refuse  is  being  conveyed  to  the  coast. 

Improvements  are  being  carried  out  at  Mur- 
ton  Colliery.  The  dry  cleaner  and  screens  are 
being  totally  enclosed  in  a brick  building  which 
is  nearing  completion.  The  existing  elevators 
and  old  buildings  are  to  be  demolished,  and  a 
coal  hopper  is  to  be  roofed  in.  It  is  anticipated 
when  this  work  is  completed  the  nuisance  will 
be  greatly  minimised. 

Observation  is  being  kept  on  other  Collieries 
to  ascertain  the  existence  and  extent  of  nuisances 
and  appropriate  action  will  be  taken  as  they  arise. 

Pit  Head  Baths  are  now  established  at 
Thornley,  Blackball,  Horden  and  Easington  and 
are  in  course  of  erection  at  Murton  and  Wheatley 

Hill. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  A total  number 
of  33  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs  ; 


of  these  32  were  Council  Houses  and  1 private 
dwelling.  The  usual  method  of  fumigation  by 
a proprietary  fumigator  was  used. 

Schools.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
have  anv  schools  closed  for  infectious  disease,  but 
as  a precautionary  measure  3 schools  were  fumi- 
gated. 

Rat  Infestation.  Complaints  of  1 1 cases 
of  rat  infestation  were  received  and  the  premises 
visited  in  company  with  the  County  Rat  Officer 
and  advice  given  as  to  the  best  methods  of 
eradication  in  various  circumstances. 

Huts  and  Caravans.  There  were  originally 
36  huts  and  caravans  at  Horden,  which  were 
reduced  to  29  by  removals,  etc.  Of  the  remaining 
29,  13  families  have  been  re-housed  under  the 
Housing  Acts  and  4 huts  are  unoccupied.  The 
remaining  12  ars  occupied  by  single  men  and  will 
eventually  be  dealt  with  when  the  Council  can 
provide  alternative  accommodation  for  them. 

HOUSING. 

The  Council’s  efforts  with  regard  to  Housing 
during  the  year  have  again  been  confined  in  the 
main  to  the  erection  of  houses  for  the  re-housing 
of  persons  displaced  from  Clearance  Areas. 

The  dearth  of  craftsmen,  more  particularly 
bricklayers,  has  once  more  proved  a severe  handi- 
cap, but  in  spite  of  this,  considerable  progress 
has  been  made. 

The  total  number  of  Clearance  Orders  made 
by  the  Council  is  now  103,  necessitating  the 
demolition  of  2,313  houses  and  the  erection  of 
2582  new  houses  to  re-house  2680  families  consist- 
ing of  10,135  persons,  viz.  :

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Of  these  new  houses,  1123  are  completed  and 
occupied,  and  the  remainder  are  being  pushed 
forward  with  all  possible  speed  with  a view  to 
their  completion  by  the  31st  December,  1938 
so  as  to  rank  for  the  existing  subsidy  of  45/-  per 
person  displaced. 


This  will  leave  approximately  797  houses 
of  the  Council’s  five  year  programme  still  to  be 
included  in  further  Clearance  Orders  or  to  be  dealt 
with  as  individual  houses,  and  everv  effort  will 
be  made  to  have  the  whole  of  the  Slum  Clearance 
programme  completed  by  the  end  of  1938,  although 
additional  craftsmen  will  certainly  be  required 
before  this  feat  can  be  accomplished. 


As  to  Overcrowding,  little  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  erection  of  houses  for  the  purpose 
of  relieving  overcrowding,  only  55  of  the  969 
houses  in  the  Council's  programme  having  been 
erected,  the  policy  being  to  concentrate  on  the 
completion  of  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  in 
order  to  obtain  the  existing  subsidies. 

However,  it  must  not  be  assumed  that  nothing 
whatever  has  been  done  towards  Overcrowding, 
as  apart  from  the  actual  house  building,  the 
whole  of  the  preliminaries  have  been  attended  to 
and  everything  is  in  order  for  a commencement 
of  the  actual  building  as  soon  as  the  end  of  the 
Slum  Clearance  programme  is  in  sight. 

The  “Appointed  Day''  for  this  District  was 
fixed  for  the  1st  July,  1937,  after  which  date  it 
became  a punishable  offence  to  permit  overcrowd- 
ing once  it  had  been  relieved,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
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The  total  number  of  houses  erected  and  in 
course  of  erection  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Council  is  now  3991  (after  transferring  147  to 
Seaham  Urban  District  Council  under  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1929)  as  the  following  Schedule

Tn  addition  to  this,  of  course,  the  North  East 
Housing  Association  Limited,  has  commenced 
the  erection  of  100  houses  at  South  Hetton,  2b 
of  which  are  completed  ; 252  at  Shotton,  34  of 
which  are  completed  ; and  100  at  Haswell  ; and 
are  making  preparation  to  proceed  with  the 
further  erection  of  219  at  Murton,  22  at  Hutton 
Henry,  110  at  Deaf  Hill,  and  10  at  Monk  Hesleden. 

During  the  year  535  houses  were  erected  in 
the  district  by  private  enterprise. 

Negotiations  have  been  put  in  hand  for  the 
purchase  of  additional  land  throughout  the 
district  and  arrangements  made  for  the  extension 
of  the  following  sites,  viz.  : — 

Murton,  South  Hetton,  Haswell,  Easington, 

Horden,  Shotton,  Wheatley  Hill,  Thornley, 

Station  Town  and  Wingate, 
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and  for  the  acquisition  of  new  sites  at  Dalton-le- 
Dale,  Seaton,  Hawthorn  and  Hesleden. 

In  spite  of  this  ever  increasing  Housing 
Scheme,  with  its  consequent  additional  rent 
collection  difficulties,  a steady  decrease  in  the 
outstanding  arrears  continues,  the  reduction  for 
the  twelve  months  to  3 1st  December,  1937  being 
£760  1 6s.  2d.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  314  inspections  of  cowsheds 
and  dairies  were  made  and  the  general  conditions 
of  the  farms  were  found  satisfactory.  It  was 
deemed  necessary  to  serve  1 7 informal  notices 
for  minor  works  which  have  been  complied  with. 
No  statutory  notices  were  served. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  125  samples 
of  milk  resulted  in  a total  of  78%  attaining 
accredited  standard.  The  number  of  accredited 
licences  granted  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order 
was  5 making  a total  of  23  producers  of  accredited 
milk.  In  addition  there  are  124  wholesale  and 
retailers  of  milk  and  51  retailers  of  bottled  milk  ; 
there  is  1 producer  of  tuberculin  tested  milk,  18 
retailers  of  pasteurised  milk  and  one  establish- 
ment for  the  pasteurising  of  milk,  all  being 
registered  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1936. 

The  pasteurising  plant  has  been  regularly 
inspected  together  with  51  retail  dairies.  A total 
of  262  persons  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order,  1926.  Alterations  by  revision 
of  boundaries  resulted  in  the  difference  of  total 
from  last  years  report. 


Meat  and  Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  now  44-  licenced  slaughterhouses 
in  the  District  which  have  been  regularly  inspected, 
a total  of  1715  visits  being  made.  In  addition, 
inspections  of  the  private  slaughtering  of  pigs, 
retail  butchers  shops  and  open  market  stalls 
have  from  time  to  time  been  under  supervision. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of 
carcasses  inspected  and  condemned  during  the 
year  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  the 
medical  practitioners  of  the  District  and  Insulin 
is  also  supplied  for  needful  cases. 

Disinfection.  Personal,  of  clothing,  dwel- 
lings, etc.  is  carried  out  on  the  removal  of  a case 
of  infectious  disease  to  hospital,  and  also  at  the 
termination  of  a case  when  treated  at  home.  On 
the  death  of  a tuberculosis  patient  or  the  removal 
of  a case  of  tuberculosis  disinfection  of  the  house 
follows. 

During  the  year  951  houses  were  disinfected. 

All  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  District 
are  supplied  with  disinfectants  on  application 
so  that  their  patients  may  be  supplied  with  as 
little  trouble  as  possible.  Disinfectants  can  also 
be  had  free  of  charge  from  the  Health  Department, 
Council  Offices,  Easington. 

Tuberculosis.  Of  the  b4  deaths  from  tuber- 
culosis 56  had  been  notified  and  8 not  notified. 

No  employee  engaged  in  the  milk  trade  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  No 
action  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1925  was  taken  by  the  Council.
